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EDUCATION AND SUCCESS 


TATISTICIANS are credited with an 
estimate that with an elementary edu- 
eation your chance is one in 41,250. 
With a high school education it is one 
in 1608. With a college education it is one in 
172. Duller are the compilations which pur- 
port to show the relation between high stand- 
ing school or college studies and success in 
one’s life work. 

Such figures may mean much or very little 
indeed. In many eases the college or high 
school graduate would succeed if he did not 
have any such education, because he has money 
and family position to start with. In many 
more cases it is not the education which makes 
him suceessful. It is exactly the other way 
around. Having the inborn and inherent qual- 
ities and capacities which invariably lead on 
to suecess, he naturally seeks an education. 
To a considerable extent, those who go through 
college or high school are a selected group to 
begin with. 

Many are spoiled, no doubt, by education. 
It is an exeuse for elegant leisure which unfits 
young men for the hard work without which 















distinction and achievement are impossible. 
Many seem to feel that an education is a sub- 
stitute for work. They look upon it as some- 
thing more than a mere tool, forgetting that 
the possession of tools is not the only equip- 
ment needed by a good carpenter. Edueation 
cannot take the place of inherited brains, nat- 
ural efficiency and dependibility. The most 
ideal system of education and the mest perfect 
democracy cannot equalize the lot of those 
who are not created equal. 

If any proof is needed that education is not 
a royal road to success, it is afforded by the 
great numbers of those who arrive without 
uny such assistance. But after making every 
allowanee and providing for every exception, 
it is probably true that education is the 
greatest single, help that can be found for 
the limited inborn capacities that handicap 
the human race. Whether the man of un- 
usual talents is better off with or without 
nuch formal and conventional education is 
perhaps a debatable one, but from any broad 
point of view, a rather important question. 
Such a man gets ahead anyway. What 
education does is to give those who have it, 
whether with or without unusual talents, a 
start in the race.—Saturday Evening Post. 





STORK AND MELTING POT IN 
NEW YORK : 


ORTY-TWO different Janguages are 
spoken in New York City, by that 

many different people. It is pointed 

out by Health Commissioner Copeland 
that the birth rate among foreigners in the 
American metropolis is startlingly higher than 
among native Americans. He stresses the fact 
that the wealthies people of New York have 
a birth rate of only seven to 1000, while on 
the lower East Side, among the foreigners, 
the rate is fifty-seven to 1000—or more than 
eight times as great as among native Ameri- 
eans of opulence. Dr. Copeland says that ‘‘if 
it were not for the influx from outside cities, 


New York would be a metropolis of foreign- | 


ers in 10 years.’”? He adds that London is 
97 per cent English; Germany is 100 per cent 
German; Rome is 100 per cent Italian, and 
Paris is 100 per cent French; yet in New 
York there are 42 different peoples, speaking 
that many different languages. 

This is a melting-pot problem of the gravest 
nature. Contemplation of facts and figures 
of this nature stresses the vital importance 
of having only the right kind of aliens in this 
country. Natural increase in population by 
births among foreigners is at a much higher 
rate in all cities than among native Ameri- 
cans, The quality of these foreigners, who 
thus are peopling the country so rapidly, 
ghould be of the best, so that the purity of 
American stock may not be vitiated.—Pasa- 
dena Star-News. 
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TENDENCIES IN SLANG 


HERE is comfort for those who abhor 

slang in the observations made by one 

who recently investigated the subject. 

The observer finds that none of the 
bywords or parrot phrases now in vogue origi- 
nated during the last year, and holds the 
hope to language purists that the passion for 
slang is passing. This is an unjustified con- 
clusion. 

As the observer himself intimates, there 
might be cause for concern if the creation of 
slang were to cease, for Prof. Brander 
Matthews and other language students will 
tell you that the constant addition of slang 
to the language is a sign that it is a virile 
growing thing; and the corollary is that 
when slang ceases to creep into the language 
the language is moribund. We may be pass- 
ing through a period of quiescence, so far as 
slang is concerned, but the fondness for it, or 
the need of it, has by no means passed. 

Facile as the English tongue is for most 
uses, it is not yet perfect. There are many 
ideas which can be expressed with it only in 
an awkward way; and the function of a con- 
siderable part of the newly coined words and 
phrases which find their way into the lan- 
guage as slang is to simplify the expression 
of these ideas, or to make it possible to ex- 
press them in a way that is not trite. When 
slang serves this purpose it often becomes 
good usage. If it fills no need it soon dies,

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A CURE 15 FOUND 
FOR LEPROSY 


LEPROSY NOT CONTAGIOUS 








ous strides in the last few years, but 
perhaps in nothing more beneficial 
than a cure for that dread disese 
leprosy. The unclean are to be made 
clean. 

Kenneth A. Millican. of Oakland. 
who has worked for years among 
the lepers of California. and is fa- 
miliar with Molokai and the govern- 
ment leper colonies at Kalihi in the 
Hawaiian Islands; Culion, in the 
Philippines, and Carville in Southern 
Louisiana, tells of the progress that 
has been made by the medical pro- 
fession in arresting and even curing 
this terrible disease. 

Mr. Millican is the president of the 
Alameda County Hospital Federation 
in Oakland, which has erected a 
commodious building for its lepers, 
and given them special attention, 
and he laughs at the idea of con- 
tagion. He works with them plan- 
ning amusements and pleasures for 
them. 

“There are eight lepers at the hos- 
pital,” said Mr. Millican in a recent 
interview. “Two Portuguese, one 
Spanish. one South American, and 
the rest Filipinos. We sent two 
brothers. aged 15 and 17, to the Kal- 
ihi experiment station, and we have 
been receiving very encouraging re- 
ports about them. Leprosy is now 
cured by the use of essence of chaul- 
moogra oil. To people who have 
been interested in experiments in 
treating leprosy, this does not sound 
new, for chaulmoogra oil has been 
employed for centuries. It is made 
from the root of a herb that grows 
in the mountains of Thibet, and be- 
fore scientists heard of it, lepers in 
Thibet would chew it. The new proc- 
ess in the use of this oil is the im- 
portant thing. Early experiments 
have proved the curative properties, 
| but because of its heaviness patients 
could take injections only about ev- 
ery ten days, a facet which 
its effect to almost nothing. “Doctors 
at the University of Hawaii. Hono- 
lulu, and at the government leper 
colonies at Culion and Kalihi have 
at last succeeded in extracting the 
curative properties from chaulmoogra 
oil in the form of an essence so that 
hit might be injected into the veins 
of the patient more frequently. <A 
complete circuit of the body can be 
made in five or six hours; the sub- 
stance used in the treatment is 
known as ethyl ether essence of 
chaulmoogra oil and it is injected 
hypodermically into the arms, legs 
and thighs.” 

When asked if there had been any 
definite Mr. Millican cited 40 
absolute cases. It is estimated that 
there are 2,000,000 leers in the world, 
There are 1,500 known cases in the 
United States and probably twice 
that many unknown. The 
number of lepers are in the Orient 
rarely attacks Anglo 
Saxons,’ went on Mr, Millican. “They 
seem to possess the greatest power 
of resisting the bacillus lepers, while 
the Oriental blood seems to have the 
least power of resistance. Out of ap 
| proximately 3,000 lepers you will not 
find 50 of Anglo-Saxons blood, That 
leprosy is easily contagious is a fal 
lacy.

Edison Company’s construction work 
has given to the people. Until the 
Powerhouse is completed the road 
which is built exclusively with Edi- 
son money will be reserved for its 
heavy construction truckage. 

Starting from Powerhouse No. 8 
down the San Joaquin gorge, this 
strip of road is almost entirely cut 
through solid rock on the face of 
the cliff. It will make a continuation 
of the road from Cascada and con- 
nects with the Prescott Mills road 
at Auberry, by-passing the road from 
Shavér Lake, which is impassable 
through the winter on account of 
deep snows, and will shorten the 
road to Fresno by about twenty 
miles. 

Reconnoissances were made for this 
feat of engineering last fall by Mr. 
E. R. Davis and the locating staff of 
the engineering corps. It was a peril- 
ous undertaking to lay out the first 
lines, and Mr. Davis and his men 
were obliged to creep along the edge 
of a precipice of seven hundred feet, 
cling to vines and shrubs, as_ they 
crawled along. The next step in the 
process of their work was putting in 
the pneumatic drills and cutting out 
a foothold in the rock for thé heavy 
machinery. The trail once made be- 
tween Powerhouse No. 8 and Power- 
house No. 3, giant steam shovels 
were brought into play and the work 
of widening the trail into an auto- 
mobile road was rushed through with 
the speed which characterizes the 
work of the trained mountaineers of 
the Edison construction force. As 
the work advanced more men were 
placed on the job and at the time of 
completion, a crew of five hundred 
men were engaged in surfacing the 
{roadbed over which*the big trucks 
began immediately to travel. 

This is probably one of the most 
expensive strips of roadway ever 
built in the high Sierras but the 
rapidity with which the work was 
done, reduced the estimated cost ma- 
terially. Compared with the cost of 
building three tramways to reach the 
three adats, all openings in the big 
tunnel from Powerhouse No. 8 to 
Powerhouse No. 3 which runs almost 
parallel with the road, a large sav- 
ing is effected. This as with all 
other savings, which are being ac- 
complished by the record breaking 
work of the Edison construction 
force eventuates in economies which 
benefits the company’s patrons.
